White Will Urge 31 Per 
Cent—Higher Prices for 
Consumer Probable in 
Either Event.

Washington. seairam 11.—Settle- 
ment of the bituminous coal contro- 
versy again has been put up to 
President Wilson. 

The presidential coal commission 
of three, created out of the heat of 
the November strike, has failed to 
reach the unanimous verdict expect- 
ed of it. Instead two sets of recom- 
mendations—one signed by*two of 
the commissioners, Henry M. Robin- 
son, for the public, and Rembrandt 
Peale, for the operators, and _ the 
other by John P. White, for the 
miners—will be placed before the 
president for reconciliation or for 
acceptance one way or the othepas 
the basis of final adjustment. 

The recommendations of Messrs. 
Robinson and Peale constituting a 
majority report, and_ therefore 


viewed as the decision of the coim- 


mission, went to the white house 
tottay. Mr. White's dissenting or 
minority opinion as to a fair program 
for settlement of the mine wage 
dispute probably will be submitted 
tomorrow. 

Higher Coal Prices Seen. 

Both reports,.which provide for a 
basis of adjustment far beyond the 
wage increase suggested by Dr. 
Harry A. Garfield, federal fuel ad- 
ministrator, forecast an increase in 
the cost of coal to the American con- 
sumer. It was apparent tonight that 
no settlement will be reached that 
does not carry authorization to the 
opérators to boost the price of bi- 
tuminous coal in order that mine 
wages can be increased and an- 
other strike averted. 

Neither report was made public, 
put the recommendations of Chair- 
man Robinson and Mr. Peale, who 
were able to reach agreement on a 
fair program in behalf of the pub- 
lic and operators, may be sum- 
marized as follows: ! 

An increase in miners’ wages of 
25.8 per cent, 14 per cent of which 
constitutes the Garfield advance 
made effective when the strike was 
called off. 

No reduction in working hours. 

No wage advances to be applied 
retroactively. 

The operators to continue to use 
the checkoff system for the collec- 
tion of union dues. 

The wage differentials in dispute 
in the central competitive fields, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana and Il- 
linois, to be worked out by a spe- 
cial commission to be appointed at 
the next joint wage conference be- 
tween miners and operators. 

‘No recommendations are made 
that the commission be given any of 
the powers of the fuel administra- 
tion to determine upon increases in 
the price of coal to take up the 1l 
per cent advance in wages the oper- 
ators will grant over and above the 
Garfield 14 per cent. 

White's Recommendation. 

John P. White, for the miners, Is 
understood to be holding out for 


» the 31.6 per cent increase in wages 


suggested by Wm. B. Wilson, secre- 
tary of labor. Mr. White’s report 
also will combat vigorously the ma- 
jority proposal that miners are to 
receive no reduction in hours of 
wtrk. 

The danger of deadlock in the sit- 
uation is in the question of 
hours of work and the settlement 
of the @igpute regarding the differ- 
entials. Wm. Green, secretary- 
treasurer of the United Mine work- 
ers, who called at the white house 
late today, said he could not believe 
there was enough difference in the 
views on the wage increase to keep 
them apart. Mr. Green admitted the 
difficulty was over the hours of 
work. Although the coal operators 
declined to comment tonight it can 
be said that they do not take kind- 
ly to the continuance of the check- 
off system. 

The situation is furthér compli- 
cated by the demands recently made 
in'‘New York by the anthracite 
miners, whose contract expires 
April 1, The anthracite men have 


asked for 60 per cent increase in 
wages, a six-hour day and five- 
week, the same set of demands

ATLANTIC FLEET 
NOTIN READINESS, 
CHARGED BY SIMS 


Ships Needed to Form 
Homogeneous Unit Not 
Ready for Service When 
the Squadron Was Dis- 
patched. 


Washington, March 11.—Charges 
that the Atlantic fleet was not kept 
in readiness during the war Were 
added by Admiral Sims to his ar- 
raignment of navy department poli- 
cy in testimony today before the 
senate investigating committee. 

He told the committee that fre- 
quent pleas for American warships 
were disregarded and months were 
lost in dispatching a squadron of 
battleships to join the British grand 
fleet... When the squadron finally 
was ordered abroad, he said it was 
composed of four ships of different 
types, ,evidence that other ships to 
form a homogeneous unit were “not 
ready for sea service.” He read 
also a message from the department 
showing that after fhe four were 
selected it was necessary to dock 
them before they could proceed, a 
delay of another two or three weeks, 


Tribute to Personnel, 


Tribute to the officers and men of. 
the battleships was paid by the ad- 
miral who said the work of the-fit- 
ting into the British fleet was ac- 
complished in four days, one of the 
finest exhibitions he had ever seen. 
Service with the British, he pointed 
out, necessitated the abandonment 
of all the American codes and sig- 
nals and adoption of the British 
system. 

Requests for American forces to 
supplant the allied naval patrol, 
Admiral Sims asserted, "were refus- 
ed at first by the mavy department 
on the ground that the “future po- 
sition of the United States must !n 
no way jeopardized by any  dis- 
integreation of our main fighting 
fleet.” The admiral declared he was 
wholly unable to conceive of an 
war policy, especially in a worl 
war, based upon the requirements 
of possible future wars.

Springfield, Mo., March 11.—Ten 
persons are known to be dead, one 
reported dead, two missing and 
eight injured as the result of a tor- 
nado which swept through the val- 
ley of Turkey creek near Branson 
and Hollister, in Taney county, to- 
day. 

Seven of the dead of minor chil- 
dren of Ran and William Box, 
brothers, living at Melva, a small 
town five miles south of Branson. 

John Gross and his wife, living 
on a farm near Oasis, north of 
Branson, were blown away with 
their home and no trace has been 
found of either the home or its oc- 
cupants. 

Ridgeway Manky was carried 
1,000 feet from his home at Melva, 
and when he regained conscious- 
ness on the opposite bank of Tur- 
key creek, he saw his young broth- 
er, William, struggling in the wa- 
ter. He was too weak to give aid. 
Later the body of the brother was 
recovered downstream. 

The storm was not confined to 
Melva. Reports of homes carried 
away; buildings destroyed and chil- 
dren injured continued to pour into 


the center of the stricken area to- 
night. The storm district iInclud- 
ed Kirbyville, Taneyville, Mildred, 
Oasis, Forsyth and Branson.

As Soon as Possible 


Decision. Comes as Sur- 
prise to Americans Who 
Thought Allies Would 
Follow a Waiting Policy 
on War Debts. 


POLICY THOUGHT BEST 
FOR BOTH NATIONS 


Discussion of Sale of the 

British West Indies to 
America to Pay Debts 
Causes a Furor in Eng- 
land.

London, March 11.—The British 
government has decided upon a pol- 
icy of wiping out all of its debt 
in America and to the United States 
government as soon as_ possible, 
While there has never been any 
doubt in the minds of the authori- 
ties here as to the eventual pay- 
ments, this decision came as a big 
Surprise to Americans, because 
while nothing offitial was known, 
it was expected that Great Britain 
and the other allies would follow a 
different policy—one of waiting— 
to see what developments would 
come in the next few years before 
deciding to.pay-their war debts. 

The British government, however, 
has decided that from economic as 
well as political and moral stand- 
points, the best policy is to pay its 
acum as soon as possible. 

Meet Each Obligation. 


can or will anticipate the majority 
of its loans, but that the government 
will meet each oheee as it be- 
comes due. 

It is further exphitived that re- 
payment is not a matter of one or 
even five years, but that this de- 
cision is on a policy Which is to be 
followed from now on by the British 
government. 

This information came to me 
from an absolutely reliable source 
and after extensive questioning and 
investigation, I am able fully 
confirm the fact that this policy 
has been officially decided upon by 
the government, and that it would 
followed by the treasury depart- 


“When I made the first inquiries in 
British circles, officials were frank- 
ly astonished, replying that obvi- 
ously, England expected to repay 
its indebtedness to America, but 
when I pointed out that recent in- 
terest due the United States treas- 
ury was funded, that there was an 
impression that’the allied govern- 
ments would make no attempt to 
pay their war debts for a consider- 
able period of years, they admitted 
just as candidly that the British 
government’s policy now was to pay 
all obligations in America prompt- 
ly. They explained furthermore, 
that the decision to meet the Anglo- 
French loan was based upon the 
new policy of government in Eng- 
land. 

Americans Surprised. 

Americans with whom I discussed 
the question were astonished, even 
the bankers expressed surprise, but 
all admitted that this policy was un- 
doubtedly best both for. England 
and America, especially from BEng- 
lish domestic and foreign  stand- 
points. 

What actually caused the govern- 
ment to adopt this policy is not en- 
tirely a matter of conjecture. Ob- 


viously the chief consideration must 
have been that a*policy of paying 
debts promptly as opposed to a 
financial policy of “watchful wait- 
inge”’ is much the sgunder and will 
have a much better effect, both upon 
Britain’s foreign standing and upon 
her domestic affairs. If anything, 
it indicates a move toward econ- 
omy on behalf of the British gov- 
ernment as a lesson to British busi- 
nesses and to ecitizens generally, 
but there were undoubtedly. other 
important considerations, among 
them the following: 

First—Discussion of the sale of 
the British West Indies to America 
to pay debts has caused a furore in 
this country. The government is 
flooding with inquiries and is se- 
verely criticised. by those who 
thought Britain could not entertain 
such an idea. That an American of 
William eMcAdoo’s position should 
make such a suggestion was in- 
terpreted here as an indication that 
there were misgivings in America 
as to England’s financial policy. 


From Political Standpoint. 


Second—From a political stand- 
point, considering the relations be- 
tween the British “and American 
governments, while they are of a 
cordial nature, still as long as 
Britain is heavily obligated to the 
American treasury this country 
lacks a certain degree of care-free 
independence, which it could have 
if under no financial or other obli- 
gations to America. In other words, 
by paying its debt. Britain will re- 
move the only obstacle which might 
block her if she desired to follow 
a different international political 
course than America’s. 

Third—The policy will greatly in- 
fluence the exchange situation anid 
increase the confidence both of for-

Washington, March 11.—Uncle 
Sam says that the Turk must leave 
Europe. The United States is ready 
to take strong ground to that end 
and to help in accomplishing it. As 
soon as the opportunity arrives, the 
American position will be an- 
nounced. In a nutshell, it will be 
to the above-mentioned effect. 

America’ has not been at war 
with. Turkey. We are no party to 
the present European negotiations 
regarding the Near East. Yet thé 
United States government feels that 
the interests of international civil- 
ization require that Ottoman power 
be driven forever from Constanti- 
nople. That includes, .of. cour e 
expulsion of the sultan from ythe 
Bosphorus. 

It is highly probable, according 
to your correspondent’s informa-

May Side Against France. 

It may become necessary for the 
United States to side against 
France in the Near Eastern con- 
troversy. France covets a sphere 
of influence in Syria, while- Syria, 
with the support of Great Britain, 
is reported to have proclaimed her 
ipgdependence under the Emir 
Feisdal, son of the king of the 
Hedjah, who is said to have taken 
the Syrian throne. 

The United’ States favors Syrian 
aspirations for self-determination. 
Among other things, it was France’s 
“imperialistic” longings in the Near 
East that inspired President Wil- 
son’s reference to the ascendancy 
of the militarists in the present 
French government. 

America woulé back Emir Feisal 
for another reason. If, as many 
persons think, the result of the ex- 
pulsion of the “terrible Turk” from 
Europe should precipitate a Mos- 
lem uprising, it is the opinion of 
the United States that the best man 
to grapple with it is the Arab chfef- 
tain, Feisal,.who helped Allenby re 
cover Palestine from the Turks two 
years ago. Feisal fought brillfant- 
ly for Christianity then and it 
is felt that he can safely be re- 
lied upon to do so again, should the 
emergency arise. 

Mandate Over Armenia. 

Though the United States is pre- 
paring to make her voice heard 
once again in Turkish affairs, there 
is no prospect that the American 
objection to mandates in Constan- 
tinople or Armenia will be aban- 
doned. ‘Our government is anxious 
that orderly and equitable settle- 
ments shall take place in those 
places and in Mesopotamia, Syria 
and Palestine, but the mandate sug- 
gestion may he regarded as dead 
beyond resurrection. 

Washington has heard the re- 
markable suggestion that Canada 
may be offered the mandate or 
mandates which the United States 
spurns. It is whispered that cer- 
tain statesmen in London and 
Paris have conceived the possibility 
of “humiliating” this country for 
its refusal to become a Turkish

SYSTEM OF PUBLICITY 
TO BE COUNTRY-WIDE 


Said in Washington Hoo- 
ver Not Being Agitated 
Seriously by Democrats 
in Any State Except 
Georgia.

Washington, March 11.—A nation- 
wide, systematically organized cam- 
paiga for the nomination of Herbert 
Hoover, progressive republican, by 
the republican party at the Chicago 
convention on June 8 was ‘launched 
today simultaneously in Washing- 
ton and New York. 

The Hoover boomers, chief among 
whom are M. L. Requa, a prominent 
engineer; Captain J. F. Lucey and 
Ralph Arnold, spokesman for the 
California group of Hooverites, all 
lifelong republicans, declared’ that 
the republican party was.in danger 
of thinking it has a “cinch” this 
year, and, consequently,. would 


throw away its opportunities if it 
permitted small groups to dictate 


the nomination. Hoover, they said, 

was the ideal candidate becauge of | 

his ability to handle the big eco- 

nomic*problems ef.the country. 
Hoover Sentiment, 

The main proposal, it was stated, 
is to organize the Hoover’ sé¢ntiment 
which the Hoover mén ‘eolare exists 
all over the country. To Dfing about 
this result the Hoover bdéomers ‘in- 
tend to depart from old-style cam- 
paign methods and adopt a system 
of nation-wide publicity, which will 
result in such a popular demand for 
the Californian that even the repub- 
lican bosses will be unable to re- 
sist it. 

One feature of the publicity cam- 
paign will be the preparation of a 
gigantic petition, which, it is hoped, 
will convince the republican party 
leaders that the republican voters 
want Hoover for president. 

As a working nucleus in the Hoo- 
ver campaign the “make-Hoover- 
president” movement, which origi- 
nated in- California, is to be used. 
Similar clubs are to be formed all 
over the country, later to be welded 
into a natiogal Hoover league. As 
a first step a prominent republican 
of progressive type will be obtained 
as national manager of the Hoover 
movement. State managers will be 
obtained later. The first gun was 
fired in the form of a joint state- 
by Mr. Requa and Mr. Arnold. It 
read: 

Available as Republican. 

“The California group of repub- 
licans ho came to interview Mr. 
Hoover have given consideration ‘to 
his reply and are more than ever 
convinced that he is available as a 
candidate upon the republican ticket. 
We can sympathize with his reluc- 
tance to inject his personality into 
the campaign, but have determined 
to redouble all our efforts. In this 
we are enthusiastically supported by 
letters and telegrams from strong 


committees in nearly every state in 
the union.” 

It was looking to this end that 
the recent campaign of publicity, 


timed and set off with the exactness 
of a planted demonstration, was 
launched throughout the United 
States. 

Following this positive announce- 
ment today of Mr. Hoover's political 
committee, bearing out directly and 
minutely the forecasts made in thesé 
dispatches, several old-line rgpublic- 
an leaders held a conference this 
afternoon, and several interviews 
were authorized that the republican 
party managers cid not accept the 
move with alarm and that while no 
firm step had before been taken by 
the Hoover boomers that the recent

LITTLE HOPE SEEN 
BY PARTY LEADERS 


Final Effort Made to Re- 
gain Support of Handful 
of Republicans Who 
Balked at Substitute. 


Washington, March 11.—During a 
truce in. the peace treaty debate 
today senate leaders marshaled their 
scattered forces for another and 
decisive attempt to reach a com- 
promise on Article 10. 

As a result some semblance \of 
cohesion was restored among the 
compromise advocates on the repub- 
lican and. democratic sides\of the 
chamber, but the total of votes that 
could be counted for any compro- 
mise still was short of the neces- 
sary two-thirds,‘and the leaders ex- 
pressed little hope of final agree- 
ment. 

Resurrecting the new republican 
substitute for the Article 10 reser~ 
vation the republican leaders 
agreed on some changes in word- 
ing in tite hope that they might 
regain the support of the handful 
of republican senators whose refusal 
to support the substitute yesterday 
started, a general breaking up of 
the whole compromise situation. It 
was understood they had not’ entire- 
ly succeeded tonight, and it re- 
mained uncertain whether the re- 
1 Vised substitute would be offered 
when the debate is resumed tomor- 
Tow. 

Hitehéock Fights Reservation. 

Among thé democratic compro- 
mise advocates who claimed up- 
rwards of thirty democratic votes 
for the substityte last night, work 

™ continued aggressively andthe 
ita. asserted they had 'made fur- 
ther gains during the day. Late 
in, the afternoon, however, Senator 
Hitchcock, of Nebraska, the demo- 
cratic leader, started a determined 
counter offensive against the new 
reservation with the result that the 
status of compromise on the demo- 
cratic side became almost as un- 
certain as it was among the re- 
publicans.

claims that were made 
the most optimistic ad- 
vocates of compromise fixed the 
democratic support for the substi- 
tute at 32 votes, and the republic- 
an support for it at 30 votes, That 
reckoning, if correct, still would 
leave a shortage of two votes from 
the 64 necessary to ratify the trea- 
ty, and no leader knew from what 
quarter any additional strength 
could be gained. ‘ 
No Vote Before Saturday. 

The situation contained many in- 
teresting possibilities, there being 
intimations that, among other 
things, the democrats were plan- 
ning to introduce the substitute if 
the republicans failed to do so. 
There also were more rumblings of 
discontent among the republican 
mild reservationists, and it was 
said the new draft might be pre- 
sented from that quarter if the re- 
publican leaders finally decided to 
discard it. 

During ‘the day the treaty was 
not called before the nate at all 
though Senator Procell rh repub- 
lican, Connecticut, one of the 
irreconcilable opponents of the 
treaty, made a’ speech criticising 
the Article 10 substitute and warn- 
ing that-if it were adopted Presi-- 
dent Wilson might treat it as an 
interpretation only, accept the rat- 
ification and tell the other forces 
that the reservation did not impair 
the nation’s obligations. 

Tomorrow the treaty will be taken 
up again formally, though the lead- 
ers do not expect a final vote on 


Article 10 before Gaturday at the 
earliest.

Law and Order 
Vs. Radicalism, 
Says Atkinson 


H. M. Atkinson, head of the 
system operating the Georgta 
Railway and Power company, has 
issued the following statement of 
his position, addressed “to the 
people of Atlanta:” 

To the People of Atlanta: 

I have been literally besieged 
with inquiries as to what we pro- 
pose to do under, existing condi- 
tions, and by encouraging offers 
of indorsement of our petition. 
To all such inquiries let me make 
a brief statement of our position 
as follows: 

The street railroad is a mere 
incident in this labor situation. 
The Rositon of the union is a de- 
fiance\of law and order and the 
foundathon of society. 

The unton, by the condition its 
action has \reated, sets itself up 
as above an uperior to the law * 
and government. It says in ef- 
fect to the publi&of Atlanta, “We 
will not furnish eet railroad 
service except upon\ our own 
terms.” But worse than all it 
says this after it has made a 
solemn contract which has been 
completed by the final adjudi- 
cation necessary to make It op- 
erative. 

Society in its almost entirety 
rests upon the igiviolability of 
contracts.

SAYS WILSON'S CHARGE 
IS DIRECTED AT FOCH 


“‘Pertinax’”’ Claims Measures 
Taken in Rhineland Presi- 
dent’s Own Plan. 


Paris, March 11.—President Wil- 
son’s charge against France, made 
in the letter he sent early this 
week to Senator Hitchcock, is said 


by “Pertinax.” political editor of 
The Echo de Paris, to “be aimed 
at France by name, but at Mar- 
shal Foch by implication.” 

“The so-called imperialism of 
France,” says the writer, in dis- 
cussing Mr. Wilson’s letter, “con- 
Sists in the conviction, fortified by 
all the lessons of history, that to 
guarantee herself against attacks 
from central Europe, she must hold 
the Rhine bridgeheads.” 

In the course of his article “Per- 
tinax” says President Wilson went 
to the session of the supreme coun- 
cil on May 29, 1919, much perturb- 
ed, and read to Premiers Clemen- 
ceau and Lloyd-George a letter 
from Pierepont B. Noyes, American 
member of the Rhineland commis- 
Sion, who declared the agreement 
reached on May 11 for the admin- 
istration of the Rhineland “was 
more brutal than the authors them- 
selves would desire, as it provides 
for intolerable oppression of 6,000,- 
000 inhabitants of the ‘region dur- 
ing many years.” 

Mr. Noyes’ letter added that 
American officers with whom he 
had discussed the question strong- 
ly supported his view and was ac- 
companied by a plan of occupa- 
tion involving a minimum of mili- 
tary domination, it is said, 

“This plan,” the article asserts, 
“was nothing more or less than the 
wconvention providing for occupa- 
tion of the Rhineland signed with 
Germany at Versailles on June 28, 
because President Wilson was able 
at the meeting of May 29 to im- 
pose the views of Mr. Noyes on 
the supreme council, and a new 
commission, consisting of Marshal 
Foch, General Tasker. H.. Bliss, 
peace delegate, and Field Marshal 
Sir Henry Hughes Wilson, chief of 
the imperial staff of the British 


‘army, received strict orders to pre- 


pare a new scheme of occupation 
based on American ideas,” 

The writer declares Marshal 
Foch, in discussing the plan evolv- 
ed by this commission, said: 

“The Germans asked for an im- 
perial commissioner and thev were 
given not only a commissioner but 
a civil administration commission, 
which is much more than they 
claimed.” 

“These words of Marshal Foch,” 
he continues, “characterize the 
whole business today. In. conse- 
quence it is plain to see the Rhine- 
land shares fully in the life of 
united Germany and in the dis- 
tribution of coal there Germany 
goes so far as to distinguish be- 
tween inhabitants she supposes fa- 
vorable or unfavorable to us. 

“In a word the work of France 
is compromised by Mr. Wilson aft- 
er such examples of our moder- 
ation. #Wresident Wilson has no 
right to talk of our ‘imperialism.’’ 


Need of Insecticide 
Inspection Is Urged 


Cc. J. Haden, former president of 
the Georgia chamber of commerce, 
yesterday had a telegram from Dr. 
B. R. Coad, of Louisiana, govern- 
ment expert in entomology, to the 
effect thut the senate committee 
had cut out an appropriation for 
insecticide inspection used to pro- 
teet southern farmers against 
worthless and harmful qualities ol 
calcfum arsenate, now coming 
extensive use in 
the boll weevil. 

He urged that Mr. Haden wire 
Senator Hoke Smith and _ other 
southern senators, asking that they 
eonfer at once with J. K. Haygood, 
of the insecticide board in Wash- 
ington. Unless protection is af- 
forded by the government, he said, 
vast quantities of calcium arsenate 
would be sold to farmers’ which 
might be not only valueless as a 
weevil killer, but hurtful to the 
cotton plants. 

Mr. Haden took the matter up 
with the state department of agri- 
culture and every effort wil be 
made to get the southern senators 
and representatives active in_ re- 
storing the appropriation. “D. . 
Osborne, chairman of the soil im- 
provement committee of the South- 
ern Fertilizer association, and Dr. 
A..M. Soule, president of the state 
college of agriculture, have already 
taken the matter up with Senator 
Smith and otner southern senators 
impressing upon them the import- 
ance of giving it their immediate 

tention.

Constantinople, March 6.—--The 
The Turkish minister of foreign af- 
fairs, Safa Bey, today discussed the 


Marash tragedy and the Cilician sit- 
uation with the Associated Press. 
He emphatically denied there was 
an organized massacre of Armenians, 
but said one or two hundred non- 


combatants, Mussulmans 2s Well as 
Christians, had been killed or 
wounded. 

“The truth of the statement that 
there was no organized massacre, is 
evident,” he continued, “as after the 
definite evacuation of Marash, caim 
was re-established and the 
ians there enjoy the protection of 
the very persons they attacked with 
such hatred.

since December 17, 1919. More 
than half of the defendants are 
operators, it is said. 

Bond was fixed by United States 
District Judge A. B. Anderson at 
$10,000 in some cases and at $5,000 
in others. The defendants will be 
arraigned on May 4. Names of those 
indicted will not be made public 
until they are arrested. 

The overt acts are charged 
against the coal men in the indict-

lations charged have no connection 
with the strike of bituminous 
miners, but occurred prior: to the 
Signing of the armistice. 

The indictment was brought un-

managing editor of The Macon Tel- 
egraph, the state, the south, and 
American journalism, each suffers 
a severe loss. 


A Canadian by birth, George 
Long had for more than a decade 
been a true and genuine Georgian 
in heart and in service, devoting 
his splendid land exceptional talents 
to the best interests of the state. 

He was deeply and actively inter- 
ested in the rural and industrial 
welfare of Georgia, and rendered 
splendid service in awakening the 
state to its marvelous possibilities.

Says It Is the Senator’s Record —Not He—That Has

Washington, March 11.—(Special.) 
The published statement of Senator 
Hoke Smith, reaching Washington 
today, that he did not propose to 
support Attorney General A. Mitch- 
ell Palmer, the administration can- 
didate for the democratic nomina- 
tion for president, in the preferen- 
tial primary in Georgia, because Mr. 
Palmer announced himself the cham- 
pion of the administrative policies 
of Woodrow Wilson, not only did 
not Occasion any surprise among 
Georgians here, but had been looked 
for and anticipated. 

The record of the senior senator 
as an “anti,” who sought, in season 
and out, during the war and iin 
peace, to embarrass his president 
and the administration of his party, 
is too well known by those in touch 
with it to expect anything but his 
disfavor to the candidacy of any 
organized democrat who has con- 
viction on the democracy of Jef- 
ferson and Jackson and Wilson, and 
the ability and courage and man- 
hood to back it.

Editor Constitution: In the Sun- 
day edition of your paper appeared 
an article concerning a meeting 
held at the Atlanta Commercial ex- 
change on February 28, and the de- 
termination of differences, of the 
various grades of cotton. The meét- 
ing was in no sense secret, but was 
held on the floor of the exchange, 
and everyone interested was wel- 
come to attend and participate. 
There were present at this meeting 
representatives of cotton merchants, 
brokers, cotton mills and other in- 
terests. The sole purpose was to 
confer and ascertain accurately the 
real commercial difference between 
cotton of different grades. 

Atlanta was anxious to become 


| one of the fifteen cities reporting to 
‘the government department of ag- 
'riculture, and when the commercial 


exchange was established four years 
ago it secured from the department 
of agriculture sets of the official 
standards showing the- Various 
grades of cotton; took the necessary 
steps to determine in this market 
the differences between the grades 
of cotton, and furnished the depart- 
ment of agriculture with these dif- 
ferences. The supply and demand 
in tne market necessarily change 
these differences from time to time, 
and when these are ascertained they 
are reported to the department.of ag- 
ricuiture. Based on these _ differ- 
ences, daily telegraphic reports of 
the market are furnished to the 
government at its request. 

To ascertain the different values 
between the twenty-odd commercial 


grades of cotton, it has been cus- 
tomary for years for the cotton mer- 
chants and other parties interested 
to meet, discuss the relative values 
of different s9%ades and determine 
how much each grade is on or off 
middling cotton, which is taken as 
the basis, some of the grades having 
a value above middling and some 
below. As far as we can ascertain, 
this is customary in every sizeable 
market in the cotton belt. These 
differences are not binding on any 
one, but represent the ideas of va- 
rious merchants as to the commer- 
cial value of different grades, and 
the ideas of differences ascertained 
from such discussions are wenerally 
used to standardize the difference in 
limits used in buying or selling in 
this market. This ‘is of advantage 
tothe seller, becauseitreadily ena- 
bies him to ascertain the relative 
difference between bids based on 
middling cotton. 

By renson of a custom of long 
standing, numbers are used. in the 
Atlanta territory to designate the 
different grades of cotton, ipstead of

They Do Say That the Only Real Sanitary Method Is 
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HEALTH TALKS

SAVE THE WRAPPER—<X. 
Fishwives and Boils. 

A boil is a little one-cylinder ab- 
scess. It is an infection of a hair- 
follicle or root hole with staphylo- 
cocci. Staphylococci are germs 
commonly found on the sur- 
face of the cleanest skins, 
and capable of producing inflamma- 
tion and formation of pus when 
they invade the tissues of the body. 
The. hair follicle dips down through 
the true skin into the loose .sub- 
cutaneous tissue, and the looseness 
thereof probably accounts for the 
tendency towards the accumulation 
of inflammatory exudate about the 
bottom of the root hole, which is 
to say a boil. 

The first boil is a matter of il} 
luck. Some trifling abrasion, even 
a slight prolonged friction by a 
ragged collar or a rough or tight 
neckhand, serves to open 4 portal 
of entrance for the staphylococcl. 
But the second, third and ‘teenth 
boils are matters of ignorance and 
maltreatment, as a general rule. The 
victim's fingers touch Boil One in- 
quisitively, and thence convey a few 
million staphylococci to fresh 
ground for Boil Two. Or the dirty 
dressing (surgically unclean) is the 
medium for the transplantation. Or 
portions of clothing contaminated 
with the virulent staphylococci from 
Boil One (even before there isféa 
visible discharge of pus) rub the 
neighboring skin and inoculate it 
repeatedly. Or the ideal culture me- 
dium for pus-producing germs-— 
poultice material—-serves the pur- 
pose of maintaining a more or less 
constant crop. 

Few salves or ointments which ig- 
norant people consider “healing” 
will not convey virulent infection 
from one point on the skin to an- 
other point nearby. 

It is searcely necessary to men- 
tion the infection-favoring possibili- 
ties of the various filthy substances 
which fishwives advise victims of 
boils to apply. 

In short, the popular superstitions 
coneerning the nature and treatment 
of a boil turn a tremendous amount 
of money into the pockets of phy- 
sicians in the long run. I do not 
mean to imply that this has any- 
thing to do with the fact that now 
and then even a physician ac- 
quiesces in poulticing of a boil. 

A poultice, when properly made 
and applied, furnishes heat and 
moisture. A well-made flaxseed 
meal poultice should weigh at least 
a pound. It retains the heat long- 
er than any canned imitation, 
though the canned atuff sometimes 
smells more mysterious. But heat 
and moisture are much more clean- 
Iy applied in the form of large hot 
moist compresses—ckeesecloth in 
thick folds applied to the surface. 
Heat and moisture often relieve ten- 
sion, burning, stinging and pain 
in an inflamed or infected skin. 
Cheesecloth doesn’t encourage germ 
growth, 

Misguided people sometimes try 
to cheer up the victims, along about 
the ninth boil, by assuring them 
they will be so much healthier when 
they have got all that “corruption 
out of the system.” Sort of a hold- 
over superstition from the era of 
“laudable” pus. You know the sur- 
geons of old were really disap- 
pointed if every wound, accidental 
or operative, did not become infect- 
ed and produce a few quarts of 
pus.

Earl Curzon Tells House 

of Lords That America 
¢ Is Responsible for Delay 
on Treaty. 


——— 


London, March 11.—Blame for the 
troubles that are being experienced 
in settling the Turkish problem 
were laid at the door of the United 
‘States by Earl Curzon, the foreign 
secretary, in explaining the peace 
conference’s negotiation to the 
house of lords today. 

“The difficulty in framing the 
treaty is largely due to delay, and 
America is responsible for the de- 
lay,” Lord Curzon said. 

The foreign secretary added that 
the peace conference hoped that 
when the new states were set up 
in Asia Minor, however, that the 
United States “would help material- 
ly in assisting the new Armenia.” 

BDarl Curzon’s exact statement 
follows: 

“The difficulties with which we 
are confronted resuit from the fact 
that the treaty with Turkey ought 
to have been taken up,a@ year ago. 
The delay is solely due to America; 
it is deeply regrettable. Blame no- 
body, but the present situation is 
due to the fact that twelve months 
have been lost in dealing with it.” 

Earl Curzon spoke in answer to 
Viscount Bryce, who declared that 
the Turk had been directly or indi- 
rectly responsible for all the Euro- 
pean wars in the past century, and 
maintained that he should be driven 
out of Europe and even behind the 
Taurus mountains. 

Earl Curzon said the peace con- 
ference believed the only way to 
expect a quiet near east was so to 
arrange things that the new states 
could be on terms of friendship in 
some measure with their neighbors. 
To take Constantinople fr 
Turk and otherwise lay d 
hard a peace, he declared,

France has sent a copy of the 
Turkish settlement to Ambassador 
Jusserand for presentation to the 
American government, but it is un- 
derstood this has not been received 
at the state department. 

It was learned, however, a state- 
ment outlining America’s position 
has been prepared and would be 
given to the allied governments as 
soon as the department has been 
informed officially of the terms of 
the settlement. 


SUIT TO CONDEMN 
RABUN COUNTY LAND 


A suit to condemn 625 acres of 
land in Rabun county has been filed 
in the United States court for the 
northern district of Georgia, east- 
ern division, at Athens, by Assist- 
ant District Attorney Gordon M. 
Combs, whereby the government 
will acquire the land as part of the 
national forest, under the Weeks 
forestry act. 

Four tracts of land, comprising 
the 625 acres, were recently offered 
for sale to the government by their 
respective owners: C. L. Addis, Al- 
bert Cragg, Jr., W. B. Lovell and W. 
B. Taylor. Upon examination by 
the department of agriculture, titles 
to the lands were found defective, 
and were not acceptable to the at- 
torney general's office, necessitating 
condemnation proceedings against 
the property to insure the acquisi- 
tion of safe titles. In Rabun county 
alone the government has already 
acquired 75,000 acres of land.

Colds. tonsilitis, grip and _ the 
other ills Wihch are sometimes mis- 
taken for influenza are all alike in 
that they are draining in their ef- 
fects on the system. In the nurs- 
ing of these things remember that 
your patient “is often too sick to 
be nursed today.” Do what is nec- 
essary but don’t use up his vitality 
in your anxiety to remedy the dis- 
ease. 

One of the usual forms of treat- 
ment, the hot foot bath, should be 
given after he goes to-bed. Loosen 
the. covers at the foot of the bed, 
place your foot tub on the bed and 
patient bend his knees 
and place his feet one at a time in 
Throw an extra blanket 
across the lower limbs, over: the 
tub, keep the water renewed and 
hot until he begins to perspire. 

In influenza, where every extra 
movement is dangerous, the liquid 
diet should be given through a 
tube or feeding cup, so that he will 
not even need to raise his head. 
These points apply in all cases of 
serious illness where the doctor is 
trying to conserve energy and save 
the heart and lungs. 

The temperature is best taken un- 


der the arm so that the putient need 


make no conscious effort to hold

Feet soft and moist in fresh-kill- 
ed fowl. The general appearance 
must.be good; do not purchase fowl 
that are beginning to discolor, or 
that have green spots. Look care- 
fully and note that vent is not dis- 
colored. 

Chickens are sold as springers 
for frying, roasting and stewing, 
also are capons and fowl. Camopniz- 
ed fowl is the choice in a fancy 


roasting chicken and it commands 
a higher price than roasting chick- 
en. 

Fowl—oOld birds are used for 
stewing, broth and soups. Turkey 
is in season from November to 
March. Young turkeys have smooth, 
black legs with just a tiny bit of 
spur; and soft and gristly breast- 
bone. The young hens, are usually 
desirable for a small family—as 
tney are small and plump. 

Guinea hens are dark—the meat 
is much like that of a grouse—it 
is delicate and very tender. Guinea 
hens are at their best from No- 
vember to April. 

Ducks and squabs need no de- 
scription. To test young ducks: 
Press the windpipe; it will break 
under pressure. Yeariing birds 
must be plump and fat. 

Squab is usually broiled or bak- 
ed. Old pigeons should be used in

Little Doubt Now But 


What Suffrage Amend- 
| ment to the Constitution 

Will Be Ratified by Ist 
of April. 


By James A. Hollomon. 
(By Constitution Leased Wire.) 


Washington, March 11.—Before 
April 1, and in good time to register 
for the fall eelctions, the equal suf- 
frage amendment to the constitu- 
tion will have been ratified, and 
the ballot placed into the hands 
of twenty-five million adult, con- 
Stitutionally enfranchised women. 
Washington and Delaware will both 
hold special elections on the 22d 
of March. Washington is already 
a full suffrage state and will no 
doubt act promptly. In Delaware 
the suffrage majority is considered 
safe but not overwhelming. It is 
noticeable that while republicans are 
now attempting to capitalize their 
activities in bringing favorable ac- 
tion in the last two sattes required 
to secure nation-wide ratification, 


the women of the country are not 
unmindful of the vigorous fight for 
woman suffrage made by the demo- 
cratic party and the voting out of 


congress controlled by democrats in 
both branches.

It was said todav some senators 
had knowledge of the recommenda- 
tion of an Armenian mandate and 
that they had attributed the presi- 
dent’s silence to the presence of this 
recommendation in the report. 

Reports from Paris last October 
after the mission had returned there 
said the civilian and military mem- 
bers were sharply divided as to the 
advisibility of recommending that 
the United States accept a mandate 
for Armenia; the former support- 
ing the latter opposing such a rec- 
ommendation. General Harbord has 
consistently refused to discuss the 
mission's report. 

Representatives in this country of 
the Armenian national council have 
repeatedly urged that the American 
government accept a mandate over 
their suffering peoples, but no defi- 
nite policy has ever been announced 
by the adminisgration. Opposition 
to mandates h been freely express- 
ed in the senate in the long dis- 
cussion of the peace treaty.

St. Joseph, Mo., in the 1910 cen- 
sus showed an apparent decrease 
in population amounting to 24.8 per 
eent, while in the 1900 census its 
increase was reported as 96.8 per 
cent.

LABOR’S NOMINATIONS 
SUBMITTED TO WILSON 


Washington, March 11.—Labor’s 
nominations to the railroad labor 
board, the wage board of appeals 
on which the public will have rep- 
resentation, were submitted today 
to the president. There were ten 
names from which the president 
will select three to be sent to the 
senate for confirmation alone with 
three from the railroad executives 
and three representing the public. 
The railroad executives have not 
yet completed their list nor has the 
president selected the public group. 

The shop crafts, one of the three 
groups into which the sixteen labor 
unions were divided, named only 
two men. None of the names was 
made public, but it was learned 
that the shop crafts chose A, O, 
Wharton, president of the railway 
emplovees department of the Ameri- 
ean Federation of Labor, and B. M.

Dopesters Hint at Possi- 
ble Friction Between 
Former Tech Coach and 
the Pennsylvania Ath- 
letic Officials. 


Pittsburg, Pa., March 11.—(Spe- 
cial.)—John H. Heisman, recently 
appointed coach of football at the 
University of Pennsylvania to suc- 
ceed Bob Folwell, had little trouble 
to land the job at the red and blue 
institution, but will he be able to 


always stroke the fur of the ath- 
letic officials in the right way in 
order to hold the place now that he 
has it? 

There has been talk Balore since 
Coach Folwell received the pink 
slip at the Quaker city institution, 
it will be recalled that the members

Father of Cann 
Brothers Tells 


Of Ted’s Records 


| Further Upsetting of Dope 


Younger Brother of How- 
ard Cann Holds Several 
American and One 
World’s Record, and Has 
Defeated Kahanamoku 
Several Times. 


H. J. Cann, the father of the 
famous Cann brothers, athletes an: 
fighters in the service of Uncle 
Sam, was in the office Thursday 
night and spilled a lot of interest- 
ing dope about Telford Cann, the 
younger brother of the Cann, How- 
ard, by name, now cavorting so suc- 
cessfully at forward for New York 
university. 

Ted is now 22 years of age, and 
is considered one of the _ fastest 
swimmers in the country. Last 
night. at Brookline, Mass., he won 
the national senior indoor 108-yard 
swimming championship in 55 3-5 
seconds. When he was 17 years 
old, Cann won the 500-vard national 
championship, defeating the great 
Hawalian merman, Duke Kahana- 
moku, who was then considered 
by many to be one of the greatest 
swimmers in the world. 

At 18 years of age, he was sent 
to Honolulu by the New York Ath- 
letic club, and there he defeated the 
duke again in several matches. 

Cann holds tthe 100-yard junior 
world’s record, and several Ameri- 
can records. 

Soon after the United States en- 
tered the lists against Germany, 
young Cann enlisted in the navy. 
and was in the service of the gov- 
ernment for eighteen months. He 
was made an ensign before the con- 
clusion of the war, and was deco- 
rated with the congressional medal! 
of honor, the highest award given 
by the United States, for saving the 
United States patrol ship May from 
sinking. 

The hold of the ship was rapidly
